Examiner's Comments 

1. This action is in response to applicant's election received 13 August 2004. Applicant 
elected claims 1-13, drawn to a process for interconnecting syringe bodies to a belt and their 
subsequent handling without traverse and cancelled claims 14-22. The pending claims are now 
1-13. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. It is suggested that "AND 
APPARATUS FOR" be removed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 3 it is not clear what is defined by "interconnected belt segment", i.e. is 
contents-related information placed onto a belt segment located in between the syringe bodies or 
is information placed onto the belt segment that encompasses the syringe body? The 
terminology needs to be more clearly defined since the separating step of claim one separates the 
belt between each of the syringe bodies and it is not clear, if the contents-related information is 
also separated by this method step. Furthermore, it is not clear how the newly defined 
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"interconnected flap", produced by the separating step, is interconnected, i.e. how is something 
still connected if it has been separated? 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-13 appear to be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Delle Vite, Bush et al, Taylor et al, Isenberg, Seifert et al, Thilly, Evans et al, and 
Osborne are cited to show related references.
